* TI; Wedoſincerely believe, That there is but one only true 
and living God, who isa Spirit, the Creator and Upholder of 
all Things by the Word of his Eternal Power, who is Infinite 
and Incomprehenſible in himſelf; and all Words of Men and. 
Angels cannot define him as he. is, being 1n all,; through all, 
pes | over all bleſſed for ever, whom all ought to fear and dread. - 

IT; Weſincerely believe in our Lord:Jeſus Chriſt, both as: 
he was the eternal Son of God from the beginning, glorified: 
with the Father before.the World began, and alſo as he was. 
the promiſed Seed ſpoken of, Ger. 3. 15. The Seed of the Wo- 
man ſhall bruiſe the Serpents Head ; which the Prophet 1/a3ab 
pojnted at, 1/2.

VII. We do verily believe, That Chrift's Body that died

into-which Chriſt hath-aſcended in the moſt glorified Nature

-with his Father : And as he that dwells in Heaven is unlimi- 
table, fois the Place of his Habitation above the reach of the 
«carnal Mind to define where it is; yet meaſurably we poor 
Mortals -tafte of it here on Earth , ſo that we' believe it 
is not included in us, nor excluded from the Regenerate;
